“W hy does the Church object to a 
'priest’s marrying”? 

“Recause it would interfere with his 
work. The priest must devote all his 
time .to the salvation of souls. If he 
had a wife and family to support, he, 
‘would in many instances be obliged 
to devote part of his time to some 
gainful occupation in order to secure 
a livelihood for them. 

“The priest must administer the 
last Sacraments. Every Catholic has 
the desire and the right to the minis- 
trations of the priest when he is dy- 
ing. Which means that the priest 
must go to the dying, even at the risk 
of his life. no matter how dangerous 
or contagious the malady, A wife and 
children to whom he might bring 
home the disease would stand in the 
‘way of the performance of thie duty. 

“A priest must hear confessions. If 
he had a wife and family, many of his 
people would find it difficult to con-: 
fess their sins to him. His own wife 
‘and children and his wife's relatives 
might find it almost impossible to do 
0, 

“The priest must go into heathen 
and barbarian countries and preach 
the Gospel to every creature. When 
he is freed from all family ties he 
can do this; otherwise he cannot, 

“The priest must command the re- 
spect of his flock. If he had a family, 
and this family were implicated in all 
the usual petty neighborhood jealous- 
ies and quarrels, or if he himself 
were going through the silly ex- 
periences attendant upon company- 
‘keeping and the choosing of a wife, 
his standing as spiritual head and 
leader of his people would be jeopar- 
dized.

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- “THE CHRISTIAN NOT -INSENSIBLE. 
To thé mind of the sincere Christian, raised aloft by the 
habitual contemplation of his immortal destiny, of how lit- 
tle moment seem the excitements that are ever convulsing 
worldly society! He who aspires after the eternal despises 
all that passes with time. All we see or do, and all that 
others do, passes with time, except sin and virtue. Science, 
literature, arts, civilizatien, politics, commerce, are but 
appendages to the earth and the human race, and will perish 
when the earth is burned up, and the human race, classed 
‘Into good and bad, shall enter into the house of its eternity. 
“What to us now are the revolutions of the buried dynasties 
of Askyria, Egypt, Alexandria, Rome? What do we care for 
the lost’ Etruscan arts, the broken statuary of Grecian 
wénius, or the vanished comimerce of Tyre and Sidon, Venice 
and Genoa? « Yet these are worth as much to us as though 
they were present. The excitements of the présent to us

No wonder with thoughts like these the Christian can 
view with mdifference the battling of human passions, the 
lashing of human interests, adjusted by Providence into 
order, which morally constitutes human society. 

The soul is not wild with enthusiasm, but only on the 
natural fevel ofits destiny. when it looks upon all material 
events with as much indifference as though they were 
dreams. 

And yet the Christian, however true to his vocation, is 
not insehsible to human.emotion. Like other men, he has 
histimes of sadness and of ‘delight. The events of life, 
while they are passing, can draw tears to his eyes and bring 
smiles to his lips. But he learns to disregard his own emo- 
tions, to be practically untouched by his own joys and sor- 
rows. As the mountain lifts up its huge crest to Heaven— 
all the same whether the storm lowers or the sunshine plays 
above it~—so the Christian soul, rooted in faith, dwells as 
serenely on high in the darkness of tears as in the light of 
smiles. .The Christian feels, but lays no stress upon his 
feelings, knowing that whatever is transitory does not cease 
to be valueless because it belongs to him.

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Our readers will be interested in having presented a 
comparison between the cost of educating a child seventy 
years ago, shortly after the public school system was found- 


ed, and at present. 

In the year 1854 the state of Wisconsin spent $45,000 
on new schools. In the state of Ohio'‘it cost $772,000 in the 
year 1853 for teachers’ wages with an enrollment of 839,000 
children. the cost was less than $1.00 the 
year per child.” In New HlLampshire $205,000 was spent for 
all educational purposes in behalf of 110,000 children. 
Rhode Island in the same year spent $115,000 on the com- 
mon schoois 60,000. . Maine 
spent $27 Vermont spent $217,000 
on approximate!) Connecticut, with 120,- 
000 children between the ages of ‘five and twenty-one, ex- 
pended on the state schoo! system $262,000, 

You will ‘note that in no case did it cost more than $2.00 
a year tor each child attending school. Today the cost is 
thirty times as the elementary schools, and fifty 
times as much in high schools. Today most states spend on 
the schoo!s one-half of all the money gathered from loeal 
and state taxes, While in Ohio in the vear 1854 the school

to state that by the year 1928 sixty 
places in Germany were ready for 
the holding of these retreats for the 
laity. By March, 1924, the number 
was oné-hundred and eighty-three and 
fifty-five of these places were build- 
ings used exclusively for retreats. By 
May, 1924, a hun and ry Pe 
seven freee were available, and fifty- 
nine of these were entirely devoted to 
the Mag, 7 of retreats. Some of the 
dioceses had wonderfully expanded 
their retreat facilities. us the dio- 
cese of Munster possessed thirteen 
houses used exclusively for retreats, 
and twelve s where re- 
treats were given. The diocese of 
Trier had eleven houses used exclus- 
ively for retreats, and six others 
where retreats could be given. 

As to the number of retreats made, 
the authorities we are quoting state 
that in the e of two weeks, the 
first two weeks of May 1925, in fif- 
teen dioceses, one hundred and twen- 
ty-three retreats were fives. making 
an average of nearly five retreats a 
week in each diocese. What a pro- 
found influence the many hundreds of 
retreats, now being held each year in 
Germany, will have upon the Catholic 
people, anyone. can estimate who 
knows. the extraordinary efficacy of 
the spiritual exercises. 

The retreat movement in Austria 
and Germany has been greatly helped 
by the retreat congresses, held at Th 
nsbruck in the last seven years be- 
ginning in the autumn of 1922. At 
this first congress, nearly 200 priests 
were. present, from the secular and 
reguiar clergy of Austria, Germany, 
Switzerland and other countries. 
Large meetings were also held in sev- 
eral of the German cities, and in Feb- 
ruary, 19256, seventy-five representa- 
tives of twenty-two orders or prov- 
inces assembled at the Bonifaciushaus 
at Emmerich, to hear a series of con- 
ferences on the spiritual exercises of 
St. Ignatius, and the most of these 
remained to make an eight days re- 
treat. Meanwhile at least four month- 
ly periodicals have appeared and a 
number of retreat booklets, both for 
priests and people, have been issued.
